U.S, Edge Seen 
In Alberta Oil 


Editor, Bulletin—Do U.S. com- 
panies pay their 12% per cent oil 
royalty in U.S. or Canadian cur- 
rency? 

The Financial Post says of cur- 
rency devaluation: “Devaluation 
is going to cost taxpayers more. 
In Alberta it's $140,000 this year, 
$300,000 for several years after, 


because of interest payable in. 


US. funds. Edmonton will pay 
out $118,000 in 1950.” 

The point is that if U.S. oil 
companies pay their 12% per 
cent oil royalty in U.S. funds. we 
lose nothing by the devaluation 
of the Canadian dollar. But if 
they pay in Canadian funds, we 
lose 10 per cent. 

It is so also of the other Cana- 
dian enterprises owned in the 
US. If their royalty or income 
tax or what not is paid in Cana- 
dian funds then devaluation of 
the Canadian dollar is great- 
business for them. It cuts their 
expenses by 10 per cent and in 
the aggregate would lose Canada 
millions of dollars per year. If 
they pay oil royalties in Canadian 
funds, then to keep things even 
the royalties should be raised 10 
per cent. 

Another way to get more US, 
funds out of Alberta oil would be 
to auction off the oi] rights on 
Alberta's half of the oil lands, on 
the basis of the royalty, not on 
the basis of the casa payment. 

If Alberta sold her half of the 
oil to the U.S. operators on the 
same basis as she sells to the 
Co-operators of Saskatchewan, 
vis. 62% per cent royalty, Alberta 
would get nearly five timcs as 
much revenue for it as she gets 
now. The $5,000,009 received from 
two sections of land at Redwater 
is just peanuts from a field that 
will probably produce 3,100,000,- 
000. Yet the $5,900,000 is more 
than enough to shut the Canadian 
Co-operators out of the field en- 
tirely. 

Canada could rapidly reduce 
her’ enormous debt to the U.S. 
by means of her national re- 
sources in oil, gas, iron ore, etc. 
But as long as Catada, like Al- 
berta, gives her natura] resources 
to those of other lands to ex- 
ploit, like Alberta gives her oil 
to US. operators at 12% per cent 
and takes 62% per cent from the 
Co-operators of a sister province, 
the US. will get all the millions 
os Canada will stay in debt to 

er. 

The US. will get the profits 
and Canadians will continue to 
be her “hewers of wood and 
drawers of water” or to be more 
modern shippers of pulp wood 
and drillers for the liquid gold. 
Canadians will do the work but 
the profits will not be for Cana- 
dians.

Now no one is pleading for a 
similar population in Canada as 
in India. On the other hand, what 
is too often described as “the 
vast Indian sub-continent” tends 
to obscure the real pressure of 
population on the available 
erable land? The fact that one 
could place a couple of Indias 
and have some room to spare 
within Canadian boundaries, 
merits pondering; also that under 
a similar population pressure, 
there would be just 24,000,000 
people in Alberta!

dian constitutionaquestions pro- 
vides some suspicion that the 
Privy Council is just as subject 
to leanings as any other group.

Council decisions have not al- 
ways been consistent, at least 
not unless you gave the facts a 
decided stretch. 

Further, in my opinion, many 
of our constitutional difficulties 
can be traced directly to Privy 
Council decisions in which their 
interpretation of the B.N.A. Act 
was not particularly brilliant. 
The point is that the Privy Coun- 
cil is no super-being or group.

Those are 
the ministers of the federal gov- 
ernment in Ottawa.

In Canada 


We have Privy Counciliors in 
Canada. If you wish to carry the 
analogy far enough, it might be 
argued that the Canadian Privy 
Councillors should deal with 
these constitutional decisions. 
They, though the Canadian gov- 
ernment, have designated the 
Supreme Court of Canada as the 
court which should deal with 
such matters. 

The British Privy Counctl has 
no more place in Canadian af- 
fairs than has Clement Attlee 
in the Canadian Commons. 

In both cases you can afford 
them every respect, but they are 
not part of our Canadian nation 
and there is no more reason why 
we should turn to them on our 
domestic issues than. there is for 
Britain to send her cases from 
the House of Lords to Canadian 
Privy Councillors or the Sup- 
reme Court of Canada.

The only criticism I have had 
of the $60 at 60 pension plan is 
that it is “too much of a good 
thing.”

“not so fast.” 

My answer to these folks— 
whose caution and moderation I 
deeply respect—is this: 

We may be sure that the gov- 
ernment in power will slow down 
any tendency there may be to go 
too fast or too far for a universal 
old age pension scheme. 

If the people do not ASX for 
an adequate scheme, we may be 
sure that they will never get any 
scheme—not even a half-baked 
scheme.

The fierce quarrel between 
Moscow und the politically-rebel- 
ous Marshal Tite of Yugoslavia 
scems to be mounting to a crisis. 

Precisely how the Kremlin in- 
tends to epply the screws is still 
a matter of conjecture. However, 
Mosha Pijade, member of the 
Yugoslav Politburo, appears to 
have summed the matter up in 
moderate terms indeed when he 
told his people Sunday that “we 
are steadily sailing in danger.” 

Activities of Russia and her 
satellites seem to support uncon- 
firmed reports reaching the 
United States state department 
that the satellites, with Soviet 

are E ery—on a guerrilla 
campaign ag Tito, This would 
be patterned after the Commun- 
ist war which was waged against 
Greece so long but now has been 
suspended, perhaps because of 
impending action against Yugo- 
slavia. 

The idea of such a guerrilla of- 
fensive would be to establish a 
base inside Yugoslavia and in- 
spire a revolt among Yugoslavs. 
This tase would serve as the 
capital of a new Red republic. 

short, Tito ostensibly would 
be overthrown by a rebellion 
from within bis own country. 
Once his regime was disposed of 
Yugoslavia would again become 
a loyal follower of Moscow. 

So far as Moscow is concerned 
it has made no secret of ils inten- 


tion to crack down on Tito in due 
course. Many of its moves have 
been made quite openly. 

As far back as Oct. 3 the mar- 
shal told his army officers that 
Russia had been “forcing its 
irons” against Yugoslavia, This 
was at the conclusion of Yugo- 
slav army manoeuvres and Tito, 
obviously pleased with their suc- 
cess, said to his men: 

“We are prepared to defend 
this country until the Jast breath, 
regardless of whence the attack 
comes .,. no one has the right 
regardless of whom he may be, to 
endanger a small people,” 

The middle of this month the 
Yugoslav government accused 
neighboring Romania of frequent 
violations of the Yugoslav border, 
and of attempts to “provoke 
armed incidents and unrest.” 
Similar notes were sent abou, the 
same time to Russia, Bulgaria 
and Hungary. 

While Tito'’s army likely ts 
strong enough to take care of 
border warfare, he obviously 
might not be able to repel a 
wholesale invasion by the Soviet 
bloc. However, such an invasion 
might set the drume of war roll- 
ing the cal] for another world 
upheaval—and there are few who 
believe Russia would challenge 
fate that far. Nobody wants an- 
other global conflict,

Did you read the papers the 
other day and see where all the 
big trade unions im the U.S. and 
Canada are preparing a new 
drive, under the slogan, “Pen- 
sions or Strikes?” 

One powerful U.S. union is de- 
manding pensions of $100 per 
month at age 65. 

Now which would be better? 

For every union to begin a 
rough and tumble, catch-as- 
catch-can wrestling match with 
its employers for a piecemeal 
scheme, or i 

For everybody in Canada to 
be included in a national scheme 
of $60 per month at age 60? 

In my opinion, it would be far 
better for the unions and every- 
body else in the country to get 
behind the $60 at 60 scheme than * 
to start a free-for-all scramble 
of every group for itself and the 
devil take the hindmost. 

There is another reason why 
a national scheme of $60 at 60 is 
far better than 101 piecemeal 
schemes. 

The farmer needs support is 
his old age just as does the city 
worker. So does the farmer’ 
wife and the farmer's son ai 
daughter. So does everyone else. 


All Contribute 
Proportionately 

It is possible for Canada to 
work out as fine a pension 
scheme as there is in the entire 
world, but we must start now, 
or else we are going to get 
caught in the backwash of pri- 
vate feuds. 

Under the $60 at 60 scheme, 
everyone in the country would 
contribute a perventage of his or 
her income. 

The scheme would not be like 
the B.C. Hospital Insurance, 
where the poorest person is com- 
pelled to scrape up exactly as 
much as the richest person. 

Under the $60 at 60 plan, all 
people would pay in during their 
working years on the basis of 
ability to contribute. But at age 
60 everyone in the country would 
begin to draw $69 per month 

Do not be surprised if the big 
opposition parties take up the 
$60 at 60 scheme immediately. 

But in any event—as between 
$60 at 60, or a wave of strikes— 
I'm for $60 at 60.
